Topic Forth* ffHk Ileal nnln* Jan* M. 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 

Tone.— Praise and consecration service. 

The Scriptural passage chosen to illus- 
trate oBr topic sets before our minds a 
heautifnl and comprehensive picture of 
an ideal "praise and consecration serv- 
ice," and in so doing, perhaps better than 
could be done in any other, impress^ 
upon us what should be the essentin) 
characteristics of such a service. 1 
can be made evident by considering 
circumstances and attendants of the 
service portrayed. 

I. The preliminaries of the service. Tr 
discover these we need only read a few 
preceding verses of this chapter. It if 
well to note that it was prepared f< >r. 
It was not a spontaneous outburst ol 
gratitude and joy. The people had nit 
gone to the temple without preparation 
The priests were commanded to sanctifv 
themselves and the temple. The temp, 
had been closed. The people had beer 
deprived of their service, and it was fit- 
ting that they should prepare them 
♦elves and the temple for their use. 
Preparation should always be made for 
service in God's sanctuary. The mini 
should be prepared by cleaning it of ail 
worry and thought in reference to the 
thing* of the world. The heart and life 
should be prepared by cleansing them of 
all uncleanneas and impurity. Only with 
* pure heart and clean hands should we 
•nter into God's house to praise Him and 
to consecrate ourselves to Him. 

8. The occasion of the service. II 
the occasion of the reopening of the doors 
•of the temple by the good King Heie- 
ktah after they had been closed by Ahaz. 
It must certainly have been an occasion 
of great joy among the people, for it' 
the celebration of the fact that a mai 
God once more reigned over God's house 
and people, and no longer would the 
sanctuary be closed in negleot or dese- 
crated by the presence of heathen gods. 
All occasions of joy and gratitude to 
God because of some special favor 
kindness are fit occasions for a public 
service of praise and reconsecration to 
Him. 

& The character of the service. In 
this service we have theusnal charac- 
teristics of all such services and just 
what should naturally characterize 
them.

The Levites, 
with cymbals, psalteries and harps, ■ 
set within the house, and there 
music with these instruments, and vocal 
music besides. Music is an essential 
euch a service. With the singing of 
praises there was also worship, 
people bowed their heads and worshl. 
Reverent worship of God should not be 
omitted. There were also sacrifices and 
thank offerings. So wo at such a time 
should offer ourselves anew to God with 
S firm determination to be more truly 
His children.

The axle is 
8 inches long. The cutter Is a piece of a 
buggy spring 26 inches long and about an 
eighth of an inch thick and bent as shown 
in cut and attached to the handles 6 inches 
from axle. The two braces are each 8 
inches long and attached to the cutter 
about 2 inches above the band. There 
are two holes in the end of each brace and 
also in each end of cutter to regulate 
the depth. The handles are attached to 
the axle by two pieces of strap iron, and 
a bolt through the axle holds the parts 
together tightly.

), which gives it strength to resist 
any pressure on the handle, which is cnt 
beveling, as shown in Fig. 2. 

Any tough spade or fork handle will 
answer the purpose. The handle must 
be riveted on the concave side of blade; 
the head of riaet should be long and T 
shaped to bend over the handle to keep 
it from splitting. He says: "I have a 
large and small spud. The latter is made 
from a hand saw, plate about eight inches 
long and two inches at pointed end and 
tapering, as shown in Fig. 1, made in 
every way as the one described. My large 
one I use for spading in the garden. They 
are thin, light and easily kept sharp/ 



The farmers who have made provision 
for starting seeds under glass will have 
the earliest and the best gardens. With 
the aid of hotbed or cold frame, or both, 
all the vegetables that will bear trans- 
planting (and most of them are all the 
better for it) will be greatly advanced. 

The garden ought to have a south < 
southeastern exposure and be well 
drained. To produce best results I 
should be at least one foot of good, rich 
soil. The practice of rotation is an im- 
portant matter in the vegetable garden. 
Aa a rule, never let the same crop or 
kind of vegetable occupy the same bed 
or spot two years in succession. Pota- 
toes, onions and a few other things may 
form an exception to this rule, but it is 
nevertheless better to keep up the rota- 
tion. Every year these beds must 
warmed up by a liberal coat of mann 
which should be thoroughly mixed with 
the soil. Grow everything in drills or 
straight lines. Larger crops from a given
